It Is a long time since the staid city oL 


Deoalur was moved >ith an excitement 
so Intense u that which now prevail* 
among her people on the temperance 
question. Last evening was held at th« 
ormrt-houso the fifth mass meeting since 
tho campaign opened, and such was the 
interest among, the citizens to attend 
that more than an hour before the time 
sot for the exercises to commence a tide 
of human beings was moving in. the 
direction of the court-house where the 
meeting was to be held, and it was very 
evident that any person desiring a scat 
or even a place to stand inside the capa 
clous room, must be on hand at an early 
hour. Half-past 7 was tho hour for tho 
meeting, and before seven our reporter 
was in his seat, and oven then most ol 
tho sittings wcro occupied, still Ih'o 
crowds galhcrcd, and people set as com 
paotly as possible to make room for them 
as they came, but for sometime before 
the exorcises commenced every seat was 
occupied, and a large space was filled (if 
persons who had brought chairs with. 
them from tlioir homes, and every avail- 
able foot of standing room was also 
appropriated. 
Wo understand 
from 


those outside that hundreds went away 
who could not gain admittance to the 
hull, nnd as ono looked over the vast 
ctowd every countenance indicated a 
deep interest in what was going on. 


Thu exercises were opened by singing 


"Whosoever will," by tho congregation 
led by D. L, Dunn, insisted by other 
prominent voices. 
Prayer was olt'ercd 


by Kev. L. Klold, followed by tho sing- 
ing of tho song commencing, "Woik, 
for tho night is coming."J 


Col. Itowoll then addressed the meet- 


lug and said ho was aware that ho wus 
about to address an Intelligent audience, 
living la an Intelligent community, but 
at tho same time he should attempt to 
point out some of the inconsistencies ot 
which tho community WHS guilty,— 
Among those was the fact that while 
schools wcio sustained with a liberal 
mint, saloons avu licensed to contravene 
tlji; purposes for ivlik'li schools are kept 
n operullon, and there arc throe saloons 
lo one school-house; churches are also 
maintained ut no small (expense, and 
saloons are licensed by tho same persons 
who support tho churches, while their 
oJTfuct Is lo counteract evory good lullu 
once nnd destroy whatever of«good the 
churches may do, Tho llijuor Irafllc wav 
lulciirod by Iho speaker to be the prolific 


reo of crime in tho land, and he said 


thai nino-toulhs of all tho Criminals con' 
liit'd in tho pcnitonliaries were made 
criminals and brought to thntr disgrace 
•y tho whisky traffic. 


In speaking of tho liquor law of the 


Stiitc, ho caid it was a very good one if 
'altht'ully enforced, and referred to the 
ilTorts of the whisky interest to secure 
ts repeal or modification. In tho course 
>t his remarks upon this point the 
pcakcr fluid that drinking men, as a 
goncral thing, wore opposed to the 
rattle, roall/inf{ that it had brought 
hem down to where they are. Ho said 
hat they wero opposed to thu repeal of 
hetumporance law, und in proof of this, 
ihowcd n petition to tho legislature, 
signed by over a thousand of the Inmates 
of tho state prison at Jollet, praying that 
ho law bo not repealed, and reciting 
low they had boon brought to their 1m- 
nlsoninent through strong drink 
Tho 


•omisHnoss of church members; and tho 
moral Jportion of community was dwelt 
ipon, and tho speaker nssserted that 
with united effort on the part of those 
tho traffic In tho city might be s*p- 
>rc3scd in a very short time. Onlliis 
>olnt all wero urged to do their duly, 
and it was particularly net forth that 
every one could do something; lUjr'way 
of illustrating tbls;iold the story •« Iho 
woman who shouldered her broom in the 
time of the rebellion and (kclt««U, taker 
itisband that she would show Uiin tbsjt 
she could do something, 


Tho speaker said he predicted that 


jeforc the meetings wer* over the saloon 
leopers would bo sotting up free drinks 
one day ID tho week In ordor to hold 
heir customers, which had been done 
n nearly every place visltod by himself 
and Mr, Hoofstltler. 
The Ool. made 


some strong points io his speech, and 
enforced them by psrtinent and telling 
llustratltns. 
Though speaking about 


three-fourths of an^hour. ho held the 
ludlvided attention of his audience to 
the close of his address, 


Tho pauper question was touched 


upon, and tho heavy expense of their 
iupport was charged to tho whisky 
raffle, which the speaker said was paid 
ty the sober and laboring portion of 
community. 


At the close of tho address "Pull for 


tho shOTo" was sung with spirit and 
animation, after which Mr. Hoofblltlor 
came forward and spoke with groat 
offset for a few moments, introducing 
n the course of his remarks several very 
interesting incidents. Among these was 
th* experience of Francis Murphy, the 
jreat temperance aposllo, who, the 
ipeaker said, w«t cs dear lo him as his 
own life, on account 'of having been 
nstrumontnl In his salvation. He had 
kuown Mr. M. as a prosperous business 
roan, and know him M step .by step he 
went down to * drurkard'* degradation 
and poverty. 
This was brought fttout 


by tho purchase of a hotel anoSthe'open- 
ing of a bar, against the remonstrances 
of his friends, and especially of his wife. 
A (few months saw him reeling home 
drunk. Ho was arrested for selling con- 
trary to ;iaw ami cut Into prison, where 
he served out his time, and on coming 
out resolved upon reformation, and 


signed the pledge. When this was known 
to the friends of the traffic UMJ caused 
his re-arrest, and on beingjtriwl he was 
sentenced to six months' Imprisonment 
and five hundred dollars floe. Hliwlf* 
bad died about lh« time of UM expira- 
tion of his first term of Imprisonment, 
and hi* children were dtstltuto, By per- 
mission of tlie judge he went to bid his 
children farewell, and came near com- 
mitting suicide with hi* baby in his 
arms, on account of bis grief at leaving 
them in so destitute a condition, but 
reason prevailed and he wa* spared — 
Kind ladles provided for his children, 
and when his term of Imprisonment ex- 
pired, paid his fine and restored him to 
his motherless children. Since then, 
the speaker said, Mr. II. had been a 
power in the temperance reformation . 


Tho recital of this history of Murphy 


was thrilling- in the highest degree, and 
no synopsis of It can do the speaker 
Justice. Reference was also made to 
the speaker's visit to the Centennial, 
where ho saw samples of liquors from 
sundry distilleries, arranged upon a long 
table, and he suggested that to complete 
the list of samples * drunkard, clothed 
in rags, should have been placed at one 
end of tho table with his finger pointing 
towards tho bottles, and be labeled "I 
am the product of the contents *f these 
bottles." Other incidents of much In- 
terest were related in the speaker's own 
stylo, which caused an alternation of 
smiles aad tears in the congregation. 


A call was then made for signers to 


tho pledge, when > large number re- 
sponded, among whom were several 
who have been hard di inkers. Mr, Kd. 
Mooro, who is well known, was among 
the signers, and supplemented the wri- 
ting of his name with some telling re- 
marks, declaring his purpose to adhere 
to his pledge to tho end of life. 


While the pledge was being signed 


spirited songs wero sung, and a* one af- 
ter another of those who wero known as 
drinkers came forward and wrote their 
names, they were heartily cheered by 
tho congregation. 


It was announced that the meeting 


would bo held in the tabernacle to-night, 
and the large audience slowly retired as 
if reluctant to leave the place. 


Work Suspended,— About twenty men 


were engaged this forenoon in the con- 
struction of the tabernacle, and about 
11 o'clock the City Marshal asked those 
at work to suspend oporatlom.for a while 
as objections had been made to the 
building on account of it being within 
tho fire limits. He also told the man* 
afters that a meeting of the council com- 
mittee on Are and water wan called to 
meet at one o'clock, when U would be 
decided whether or not the building 
would be allowed to proceed.
